The Statute of our State provides that the Superin- 
tending School Committee shall make out annually a 
report and present the same to the town at its annual 
meeting, of the condition of the schools in such town, 
in manner and details therein specified, with such sug- 
gestions relative to the schools as such Committee may, 
think useful. In pursuance of such provision, I herewith 
respectfully submit the following report : |

District No. 1. Summer school was taught by Miss 
Mary E. Autpen. Miss Alden endeavored to do justice 
to the school and to herself, and was successful. ‘The 
examination was satisfactory. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Jennie M. Merriam, 
of Walpole. Miss Merriam is a young lady of excellent 
attainments. She understood the business of teaching. 
The closing examina ion gave unmistakable evidence

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that the scholars had hag a thorough drill in their 
studies. ‘The district would do well to secure the servic- 
es of the same teacher again. 

Dis. No. 2. Swmmer school was taught by Miss 
Lottige V.,Crossy. The school went on pleasantly, and 
the scholars made fair progress in their studies. Regis- 
ter not filled ont. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Saran .A. Wiper. 
Miss Wiider commenced her school with decision and 
energy. The school flourished finely, aud the scholars 
were instructed with great thoroughness. ‘The ciosing 
examination was highly satisfactory. The register not 
filled out. 

‘Dis. No. 3. Summer school was taught by Miss Mary 
K.. ALven. ‘The school appeared well. Miss Alden was 
earnest and faithful in her school. 


Winter school was taught by Miss Mary E. Axpen. 
Miss Alden was faithful and earnest, and the school 
made good progress undef her instruction. The exam-. 
ination was satisfactory. 


‘GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 

Dis. No. 4.- Summer school was taught by Miss 
Inez Morse. ‘The school was a good one; the teacher 
eminently faithful, judicious and kind. ‘The scholars 
made good progress in their studies. 


Winter school was taught by Mr. A. J. Bareer, of 
Townshend, Vt.. Mr. Barter was a young teacher, and 
had had but little experience. A few of the scholars 
graduated from the school early in theterm. Itis worthy 
of remark that but few visits were made during the entire 
term by parents or guardians of the scholars. 


If the. teacher, though no doubt faulty in some par- 
ticulars, could have had the active cooperation and sympa- 
thy of those who, thongh refusing it, were bound by every 
consideration of humanity to bestow it, he would have 
been far more successful. 
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The scholars did honor to the school. The examina- 
tion was highly satisfactory, nor was it a mere exhibition 
of something prepared for théaccasion. Many questions 
were put by the Committee, and answered with the same 
readiness as those drawn from the text-book. 

This school is entitled to a first-class teacher, and your 
Committee is satisfied that the Winter school has taught 
the district a lesson, and that lesson is that no teacher 
should be employed to teach this school except one who 
stands in the first rank. | 

PRIMARY DEPARTMENT. 

Dis. No. 4. Summer school was taught by Miss 
Neetu M. Fiske. Miss Fiske is a teacher of experi- 
ence, and a teacher of excellent attainments. She wasa 
faithful, earnest and succssful teacher. ‘The examina- 
tion of the scholars was in every respect satisfactory. 


Winter school was taught by Miss Nexium M. Fiske. [I re- 
gard Miss Fiske as possessed in large measure of the ability to 
teach her pupils to think for themselves; and after subjecting her 
snholars to a half-day’s searching examination, candor compels me 
to report them as not ‘‘ found wanting,” and your Committee here 
says, that if your next prudential committee takes into considera- 
tion the welfare of this school, he will secure the services of the 
same teacher for this school for the ensuing year. In this school 
there is a fine class of young scholars.

Dis. No. 5. Summer school was taught by Miss Exxa M. 
Breep. Miss Breed was an earnest and faithful teacher. The 
scholars made excellent progress in their studies. The examina- 


tion was satisfactory. The questions were promptly and accurately 
answered. 


Winter school was taught by Miss Emitm M. Gruznz. The 
school was a good one; the teacher eminently faithful, judicious 
and kind, and has the faculty of telling her scholars what she 
knows. The examination was in every particular satisfactory. 
The district will do no better than to secure the services of Miss 
Greene for the ensuing year. ,

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Dis. No. 6. No school in Summer. Wénter school was taught 
by Miss Saran A. Wiper. ‘The scholars in this district are 
backward, and but five scholars in all. The school appeared well. 
Miss Wilder was faithful and earnest in her little school. The 
register was not filled out. 

Dis. No.7. Summer school was taught by Miss Erriz M. 
Taytor. Miss Taylor labored earnestly for her school. The 
scholars were kind, orderly and studious. The school was pros- 
perous and satisfactory. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Erriz M. Taytor. Miss 
Taylor was earnest and faithful in her school, and the school made 
good progress under her instruction. The examination was good. 


Dis. No. 8. Summer school was taught by Miss Apvre E. 
Messer. Miss Messer is qualified and has the ability to teach a 
larger and more advanced school. She made all she could of her 
little school of three scholars. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Exta C. Roycr. This was 
her first school. The scholars were interested in their studies and 
made fair progress. The teacher did very well—it being her first 
school. 

Dis. No.9. There is no school-house in this district. The 
school was kept in a room in the house of David W. Sawyer. 
The Summer school was taught by Miss Exua H. Lircurte.p, of 
‘Charlestown. The scholars are backward, but kind, orderly and 
studious. The teacher found it difficult to excite much emulation ; 
but the school was well conducted. 

The Winter school was taught by Miss Enna H. Lrrcuriep. 
The teacher succecded in awakening more interest in the school 
.at'this term than in the Summer term. The scholars made fair 
progress in their studies, 

Dis. No. 10. . Summer school was taught by Miss Betyg H. 
Marvin. This was her first school. The teacher labored with 
patience, zeal and industry for the success of the school. Uniting 
courtesy and affability with her literary qualifications, she secured 
the respect and esteem of her scholars and of the district. The 
examination was satisfactory. | 

Fall school was taught by Miss Berre H. Marvin. Miss 
Marvin retained the same respect, both of her scholars and of the 
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district that she did in the Summer school, The district was for- 
tunate in the selection of its teacher, and it is the opinion of your 
Committee that the district will do no better than to secure the 
same teacher for the ensuing year. 


Dis. No. 11. Summer school was taught by Miss Junterty A. 
Osaoop, of Acworth. Miss Osgood labored earnestly for the suc- 
cess of her school. Fair progress was made in the several studies. 

Winter school was taught by Mr. Frep B. Ricuarpson. This 
was Mr. Richardson’s first school. The art of teaching was entirely 
new ; but his faithfulness and devotion in his school warrants the 
belief that, by practice, he may attain to commendable success. 
The examination, in most respects, was satisfactory. 


Dis. No. 12, Summer school was taught by Miss Angizs Me 
Haywarp, of Acworth. Your Committee was favorably impressed 
at the time of her examination, as candidate, At the time of his 
first visit to the school, the school appeared well, and the teacher 
was laboring for the success of the school; but at the time of his 
last visit to the school, it appeared not ag it should, for some 
cause, perhaps unknown to your committee, though his opinion is 
that the attention of the teacher was too much taken up outside of 
her school. Miss Hayward, I believe, is capable of teaching a 
good school. Your Committee cannot report the examination as 
not found wanting in somé respects, 

Winter school was taught by Miss Diska Sparuina, of Ac- 
worth. Miss Sparling proved herself a faithful and efficient 
teacher. The schoo) appeared well. The scholars made excellent 
progress in their studies. The examination was highly satisfactory. 


Dis. No. 13. Summer school was taught by Miss Hrra A. 
Newe.t. Miss Newell kept her school with decision and firmness. 
The school appeared well—the scholars making excellent progress 

in their sudies. The examination was satisfactory. 

Winter school was taught by Miss Erra A, Newett. Miss 
Newell was earnest and faithful, and labored for the success of 
her school. The district was fortunate in the selection of its teach- 
er, and would do well to secure the services of the same teacher 
for the ensuing year. The parents visited the school, took an in 
terest in the school and consequently a live school. 


To Teachers and Prudential Committees : 


_ Your attention is called to the 15th section of the 81st chapter 
of the General Statutes, page 170: | 


“ Hivery teacher, at the close of his school and at the end of 
each term thereof, shall make a return of such register or record 
to the school committee of the town, who shall give to him a cer- 
tificate thereof; and no teacher shall receive payment for his ser- 
vices until such certifiicate is produced and delivered to the pru- 
dertial committee.” 


No teacher or prudential committee has MI Ted with this law. 
If the prudential committee pays any teacher and the register is 
not filled out, an action will lie against such committee in favor of 
the district to recover the money. If this law is carried out, it 
would save the Superintending School Committee much time in 
looking up and sending for registers. 

To Teachers : 


The teacher’s successs consists in making the pupils know, in 
cultivating in their minds a love of study, in inculcating good 
principles, in forming right habits, and developing tacts and talents 
judiciously. To accomplish these abjects, one must have skill as 
well as knowledge. He needs to understand fully, the right methods 
of all pertaining to his profession, and must have both tact and 
skill in applying and imparting the same. The teacher should go 
to school in good season; call school at the right time, and have 
his pupils resume their seats promptly and quietly. Arrange his 
program systematically and caray it out to the minute. It is as 
necessary that he follow it to the letter, as it is for his pupils to do 
so. He should be prompt himself, thereby securing promptness 
upon the part of his pupils. 

There is not a uniformity of school books throughout the town. 
But your Committee did not see fit to maka any change, and the 
reason was because it is impossible to have a uniformity of. school 
books until the same is brought about by an enactment enforcing 


a compliance throughout the State.
